No price has yet been set on 
this unique block. However, since 
the most recent similar find was 
the $1.00 Presidential imperf be- 
tween which sold in the neighbor- 
hood of $750.00 to $1000 per block, 
an excellent realization is expect- 
ed. By comparison, there are only 
15 pairs of this item available 
(with a potential of possibly 10 
more should the other piece of 20 
come to light,) the item itself is a 
commemoriative, presumably the 
19 year old plate long has been 
destroyed so no more can be pro- 
duced. These factors would indi- 
cate that desirability and interest 
could run to two to three times of 
that for the Presidential find. 


Air Mail 
Service AM-81 


Effective on or about November 
1, 1953, air mail service will be 
inaugurated at Chickasha, Okla- 
homa, on route AM-81. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Chickasha, and the usual treat- 
ment of philatelic mail will be 
authorized. 

First flight air mail covers sent 
to the postmaster at Chickasha 
must be prepaid at the appropri- 
ate air mail postage rate. Double 
postal cards and double post cards 
intended for return reply purposes 
are not acceptable as first flight 
covers. All covers should be ac- 
companied by a letter authorizing 
the holding of the covers for the 
first flight and requesting the ap- 
plication of the cachet. Space ap- 
proximately 2 % inches by 2% 
inches to the left on the address 
side of all covers is required for 
the -achet. 

An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
to obtain better impression of the 
cachet and postmark, and to pre- 
vent damage to cover or cancell- 
ing machine. 

No provision will be made for 
pint to point covers. However, at 
request of collectors, covers re- 
ceiving cachet will be given direc- 
tional service only to an office des- 
ignated by the General Superin- 
tendent, Postal Transportation Serv. 
ice, and served by the first flight 
in each direction, and will there be 
backstamped and dispatched on- 
ward to destination.

The American Philatelic Congress will soon celebrate its nineteenth 
anniversary at Newark, New Jersey, October 30, 31, and November 1. 
The event brings back many pleasant memories of how the Congress 
came to America and of its progress through the many years. 

The idea was born on board a steamer bound for the United States 
on which were Eugene Klein, of Philadelphia, dealer and collector of 
stamps, and James Waldo Fawcett, stamp editor of the Washington 
They had seen the English Congress in operation and were im- 
pressed by its influence in furthering an understanding of philately and

its problems. And so the Congress 

Plans were made by a committee 
composed of Vincent Domanski, Jr. 
S.S. Fahrer, John T. Fite, George 
A. Henhoeffer, Mrs. Eugene Klein, 
Eugene L. Pollack, Harry Smuck- 
ler and C. B. Turner, who worked 
wholeheartedly to secure a large 
attendance and make the affair a 
success. The secretary, Mr. Faw- 
cett, was instrumental in securing 
nineteen papers which were read 
and discussed at the several ses- 
sions held during the Christmas 
holidays. 

The rooms were filled with col- 
lectors whu entered enthusiastically 
in the discussions following the 
reading of papers. I remember that 
Earl Apfelbaum also arranged a 
skit dealing with a collector in an 
average home, and that it was well 
received. 

The price of membership in those 
days was one dollar, later raised 
to $1.25 and 500 books were printed 
and numbered, and in many cases 
autographed by the president. 
From year to year meetings were 
arranged in the fall at New York, 
Boston, Atlantic City, Washington, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, Colum- 
bus and Reading. 

At the outset the Congrees was a 
rather loosely arranged association 
among a group of collectors, with 
a small council, and a president, 
secretary and treasurer, none of 
whom received any salary and 
paid their own expenses. 

From year to year the work of 
the Congress broadened from its 
original idea of reading and dis- 
cussion of papers; exhibitions were 
arranged, dealers were invited to 
take bourse tables for the sale of 
stamps, government post offices 
with special cachets were planned, 
and in some cases auctions were 
held. 

Throughout the entire history of 
the Congresses, I believe that the 
friendships created among collect- 
ors from all over the United States, 
and even from Canada, were our 
greatest achievement. We have 
jearned the value of fellowship, 
have had a chance to discuss our 
mutual problems, and have learned 
to listen to the opinions of others. 
Congress has helped to create a 
new spirit in stamp collecting. 
At the outset we endeavored to 
make our books readable both for 
the specialist, the general collector 
and the layman. If you will review 
our efforts for the past eighteen 
years you will find in the more 
than two hundred and fifty articles, 
written by more than two hundred 
authors, much material worth keep- 


ing. 
We have also taken note of the 
modern and newer phases of col- 
lecting — plate numbers, topical, 
covers, etc., and have also given 
our members a great deal of postal 
history. The icles on mail car- 
ried by river Bteamers, the post- 
marks of various states, the early 
histories of the post offices, postal 
markings and rates; all have come 
in for some attention in our eighteen 
books and our nineteenth book will 
follow the same general idea. 
There have been some outstand- 
ing articles on prison camps, and 
many articles dealing with specific 
stamps; such as the Stanley Ash- 
brook article on the Ninety Cent 
Stamp of 1860, and the Turner 
Nearing article on the St. Louis 
Bears. Dr. Carroll Chase has been 
a frequent contributor and has pre: 
sented valuable information on ear- 
ly postal marks. 
Space does not permit my re- 
viewing some of the other outstand- 
ing articles but the books speak for 
themselves. I think perhaps the or- 
ders we get from libraries both 
in the States and abroad, show 
the value of our publications as a 
permanent reference.

Philatelic Gems 
In Congress Show 


The Exhibition Committee is 
glad to announce that Philatex 
1953, the national stamp exhibition 
to be held at the Robert Treat 
Hotel, Newark,.N. J. in connec- 
tion with the 19th American Phila- 
telic Congress October 30, 31 and 
November 1 met with so great a 
response by collectors invited to 
exhibit material that it became 
necessary to increase the planned 
number of frames by thirty pe 
cent to the maximum capacity of 
the exhibition room, and was then 
still obliged to return a number of 
late entries because space (and 
frames) were not available for 
their accomodation. 

Included in the exhibition will 
be invert errors of 1869, of the 
Pan American commemoratives of 
1901, and of the 24c air mail 
(including a block of four); the 
1908-9 blue paper varieties in 
plate number blocks; the Colum- 
bian issue in blocks, including a 
block of twenty-five of the $1.00 
value; a gorgeous collection of the 
Trans -Mississippi commemora- 
tives; the only known plate num- 
ber specimen of the $5.00 Philip- 
pine issue of 1903 (special print- 
ing); Canal Zone inverts and other 
errors; proofs and essays of the 
U. S. 1847 issue and 1875 re-issue; 
a highly specialized collection of 
the One Cent 1851-57 issue, includ- 
ing plate reconstructions; Postal 
History collections includi a 
study of the pioneer Trans Atlan- 
tic steamboat mail; Alabama Pac- 
ket Boat and other postal history 
material; Ionian Islands postals his- 
tory; Canadian imperforate and 
part perforates from the famous 
Liechtenstein collections; and many 
other superlative exhibits far too 
numerous to attempt to list. The 
show must be seen to be appre-

IT have received a letter from 
Rolf Dlugos of New Orleans, La. 
in which he reproduces one re- 
ceived from Asst; PMG Albert J. 
Robertson. It concerns the peti- 
tioning in behalf of a ‘Flower’ 
stamp which various interested 
persons and organizations have 
made to the Post Office Depart- 


ment, 

Mr. Robertson is not very en- 
couraging in some respects, his 
greatest “if and when’’ being that 
a new regular postage series is to 
be issued in 1954 which will amount 
to approximately 20 stamps, and 
which leaves little engraving or 
press time for other issues. 

That sort of caps the rumors for 
a new regular postage series, and 
stamp fans will find no time like 
the present to start laying aside a 
‘two-bit piece here and there to pay 
for the stamps on a set of first day 
covers which will run to the $5.00 
denomination. 

Naturally the Flower Stamp 
seekers want the posey depicted 
on such a sticker in more than one 
color, no less than two, and more if 
possible. It has been suggested by 
them that the printing be done by 
the Swiss firm of Courvoisier which 
produces so many beautiful stamps 
in roto- or heliogravure, whatever 
you wish to call it. 
Commenting on that idea, Mr. 
Robertson states, “It is doubtful 
whether Switzerland or any other 
foreign country could produce 
United States stamps in the large 
quantities which must be  furn- 
ished. The Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing is required to furnish 
all commemorative issues (usual- 
ly 119 million of each) in addition 
to more than 20 billion ordinary 
stamps required each year by the 
mailing public.” 

that means that the 
Bureau has to print million 
regular stamps every working day 
of the year, figuring five days a 
week, On top of that are the other 
issues like the commems, special 
deliveries and airmails. 
If the new regular series comes 
to pass as stated, there will be 
few commems — only those which 
are made absolutely necessary by 
precedent or historical necessity.

I am rather intrigued with the 
“reasons” or ‘“‘justifications’’, pro- 
ponents of a 5c rate for first class 
letters have been offering in sup- 
port of their project. That means 
that where you now pay three cents 
to mail a letter one ounce or less 
anywhere within the United States 
or Possessions, it will cost you 5c. 
Claimed is that the mail could 
be expedited and delivered so 
much more quickly by air and that 
the added 2c would pay for this 
super-speed. 

I think that is a lot of out-and-out 
bosh, and forthright propaganda 
promoted by the air lines to gain 
further subsidies in the way of air- 
mail. 

In many instances today, and it 
has been proven on a number of 
occasions by newspapers which 
tried it, airmail is lots slower be- 
tween communities say 1000 miles 
apart, or less, than regular surface 
mail. 

On top of that, as the air lines 
are now constituted, it would 
highly debatable whether the mail 
would be speeded by air-hauling 
for 90 per cent of all first class 
mail. A chart of statistics prepared 
some time ago for a senate inve~ 
tigation showed that approximately 
50 per cent of the mail originating 
in a certain area is delivered with- 
in less than a 1000 mile radius. If 
the airplanes aren’t effective in that 
range now why should they be at 
another 2c per letter? 


In keeping with the above, Glenn 
Himebaugh of Canton, Ohio sent 
me the clipping of some _ verse 
(author unknown) which appeared 
recently in the Youngstown, Ohio 
Vindicator on the same subject — 
5¢e for out-of-town first class let- 
ters. Here ’tis:- 
Behold the old time postage 
stamp

forwards a clipping from the Fres- 
no Bee which tells that Congress- 
man Harlan Hagen is advocating a 
special Christmas stamp for re- 
lease in 1954. Mr. Hagen wants the 
design to carry a reproduction of 
the General Grant Tree in Kings 
Canyon National Park, a tremen- 
dously high redwood. 

Each year on Christmas morn- 
ing services are conducted at its 
base. 

The Fresno Bee offers a quote 
from a letter which the congress- 
man wrote to PMG Summerfield 
Saying, “I am sure that this spe- 
cial issue would do as much as any 
other single thing to instill in the 
hearts of Americans the spiritual 
value of Christmas to our mo- 
cratic way of life.” 

Caramba!

It is surprising how often postal 
workers and even  postmasters 
make mistakes in matters of postal 
procedure. It is to be expected that 
the heads of the local mail mills of 
small size where practically all the 
office requires is the selling of 
stamps, and the distribution and 
postmarking- of mail, will do so. 

But the larger ones get flubbed 
up as well, 

Evidence from Missouri was sent 
by a lady who had affixed a block 
of four of the 5c Perry commem 
and two of the 3c Bar Asso. to pre- 
pay the airmail rate to a destina- 
tion in Asia. She overpaid 1c to give 
the receiver the benefit of "stamps 
of philatelic value” franking. The 
rate is 25c per half ounce. 

This piece of mail passed the 
local post office but was returned 
from the California dispatching of- 
fice with the notation on the enve- 





lope “Returned for 24¢ additional 
postage”. It was just a hair over 
the weight limit. 

So a 25c UPU commem was af- 
fixed and the letter taken to the 
local post office for handling. The 
local postmaster refused to accept 
the letter stating that the letter 
would have to be put in another 
envelope and, 50c postage applied. 

The lady not inclined to argue 
the matter removed the letter 
and sent it on by surface mail for 
5c. She then asked an opinion from 
here, 

The ‘postmaster, of course, was 
100 per cent wrong for with the ad- 
dition of the required stamps, it 
was once again the Post Office De- 
partment’s baby. 

It used to be that underpaid mail 
was generally sent on, and the 
postage due collected from the ad- 
dressee. But that probably was not 
profitable for perhaps many of the 
addressees didn’t have the cash to 
meet the deficit and the letter had 
to be re-handled all the way back 
to the sender. There’s no profit in 
that.’ 

Now the policy is to return such 
underpaid mail just as soon as it 
is caught, and the Department has 
been quite insistent that postal em- 
ployees do a lot of checking. 

The same postmaster who re- 
fused the above-mentioned airmail 
letter also charged his customers 
25c io send letters by air to the 
men in the armed forces in Korea. 
Then he became a little dubious 
about that and reduced the charge 
to 15c. Finally when someone 
raised sufficient h--1 (bad word) he 
went to the trouble (!) of finding 
the rate information which told 
him that only 6c was required.

The Cathedral of Florence. The 
Cathedral of Santa Maria dol Fiore 
(St. Mary of the Flower) is so 
called in allusion to the lily in the 
city’s coat of arms, which marks 
the tradition that Florence was 
founded in a field of flowers. 

The Cathedral was begun in 1296 
by Arnolfo di Cambio, who was 
ordered ‘‘to raise the loftiest, most 
sumptuous and most magnificent 
edifice that human ingenuity could 
devise, or human labor execute.”’ 

After Arnolfo’s death in 1301 op- 
eraticns were successively direc- 
ted by Giotto, 1334-1337; Andrea 
Pisano, 1337-1349; Francesco Taien- 
ti, 1351-1369, and other architects. 
In 1417 a committee of archi- 
tects and engineers was summoned 
to advise how best to raise a dome 
A famous competition took place, 
resulting in the appointment of 
Filippe Brunelleschi. 

The construction of the giant 
dome took 14 years and the church 
was finally consecrated 1436. This 
church, larger than any previously 
built in Italy, covers an area 
84,000 square feet, being 555 feet 
long and 340 feet wide. The height 
of the dome to the lantern is 350 
feet. 

Years later, when Michaelangelo 
was working on his ,design of St. 
Peter’s dome, and was told that he 
had a chance to surpass the dome 
of Florence, he replied: ‘I will 
make her sister dome; larger, yes; 
but not more beautiful’’. 

The Campanile of Florence. In 
1334 Giotto, then architect for the 
Cathedral, was given a commis- 
sion by the Signoria to build a 
campanile, or bell tower, adjoin- 
ing the church. When his design 
was submitted a decree was passed 
that ‘‘the campanile should be 
built so as to exceed in height and 
magnificence of workmanship, ev- 
erything of the kind that had been 
achieved of old by the Greeks and 
Romans when at the zenith of their 
greatness”’. 

The foundation stone was laid 
with great ceremony on July 8, 
1334, After the death of Giotto the 
work was carried on by Andrea 
Pisano and Francesco Talenti in 
strict adherence to the plans, ex- 
cept for the spire, intended to be 
150 feet high, which was never 
added. This wonderful, simple 
structure, 276 feet high, is richly 
adorned with marbles of most 
harmonious coloring, delicately 
cut ornaments, statues and a se- 
ries of reliefs which are unparal- 





leled in Italy. 

The subjects of these reliefs are: 
the story of Genesis; the invention 
of the arts — mechanical, intel- 
lectual and figurative; the planets; 
the virtues, the Sacraments. It is 
the story of man-created, finding 
himself in the midst of the realms 
of nature, he devises means to 
satisfy his bodily and then his in- 
tellectual and aesthetic needs. 

His innate character is_ influ- 
enced by the planets (Dante), but 
by devotion to religious and ethical 
virtues and by aid of the Sacra- 
ments, he can rise above his in- 
born defects and realize his true 
life. 414 easy steps lead to the top 
of the campanile which command 
a view of the city and the sur- 
rounding heights.

By all odds the easiest of all 
transition usages on which to find 
material continues to be that of 
Union of South Africa from 1910 
to the end of 1913. Four former 
| colonies, each with its own stamps, 
hecame unified as a Free King- 
dom on May 30, 1910. For the first 
few weeks, while arrangements for 
unification were made, the postal 
paper of each colony was used as 
hitherto. 

On August 18, 1910, the new Un- 
ion of South Africa post office de- 
partment issued an order making 
any stamp valid in Cape, Natal, 
Orange River or Transvaal at the 
date of formation of the Union, 
valid throughout the country. Be- 
fore September was over, we be- 
gan to get examples of transition 
usage, because the four former col- 
onies’ stamps had been pooled at 
Pretoria and were being issued to 
post offices everywhere regardless 
of what colony name they bore. 

These ‘‘Interprovincials’’, transi- 

tion to the Union’s own national 
stamps, were destined to have a 
longer life than had been expected. 
The Union’s first stamp, the 2%d 
commemorative of November 4, 
1910, was long the only nationally 
issued stamp. Only on September 1, 
1913 did the regular national issue 
start to appear; and even into 1914 
the interprovincials continued to be 
the stamps most regularly seen 
except on mail from the larger 
post offices. Because the 1910 com- 
memorative, which had been the 
regularly used 2%d until Septem- 
ber 1913, kept them out of use, the 
colonial 244d’s of the four colonies 
were not extensively used. As a 
result, they were passed out in 1914 
and 1915, seeing very late use all 
over the country. 
The only former colony having 
dues, Transvaal, supplied the whole 
Union’s need for such stamps till 
the first national issue in 1915. 

Thus we may show several per- 
iods of transition:

4. Sept. 1, 1913 to roughly Feb. 1, 
1914, with the new Union national 
stamps and the former colonials 
mixed, and the Colonial 2d 
stamps coming into use.

current, and the national issue 
coming to be the universal usage. 
To which we add the transition 
in 1915 from Transvaal dues used 
throughout the country, to the new 
National dues. This transition was 
not complete, as various values of 
Transvaal dues were in use at 
some offices till 1919 and in one 
case (the 5d) till 1924. 

There is this curious further as- 
pect: in 1911 and into 1912, the 
great majority of stamps used 
were those of Natal and Cape of 
Good Hope, in all four provinces. 
In 1913 the overwhelming ma- 
jority of stamps used throughout 
the country were Transvaal 
stamps. Indeed, pending appear- 
ance of the new national issue, 
the Union government had to have 
continued printings of colonial 14d 
and 1d stamps—perhaps of other 
values also. For these the Trans- 
vaal plates were used. 

A collection showing, by legible 
postmark readings and dates, the 
changes as here outlined, can be 
assembled without too much cost 
and difficulty. Of course it has to 
show each colony’s stamps used 
in each province, year by year. 
To make it show all known values 
used, each year, in each province, 
requires only the time to see 
enough material. From 33 years of 
development of such _ transi- 
tion-usage collection, I can assure 
anyone that it is interesting, re- 
warding, and not of high cost. 
Another transition usage is that 
from stampless to stamped mail- 
ings» say on Canadian or U. S. 
covers. We may not realize that 
throughout Canada, use of stamps

was not compulsory until 1875; er 
that in our own country it was not 
compulsory until 1856. Indeed, our 
own country had letters regularly 
peopeld and collect until the end of 
1855. 


Thus, the same office may show, 
if a larger one, both paid and col- 
lect stampless at the 5c and the 
10c rate from 1847 to 1851, along 
with covers of the 1847 stamps. In- 
deed, it appears that 90 per cent of 
the mail still went stampless, and 
a goodly portion of that 90 percent 
collect, while the 1847’s were cur- 
rent. The same office may even 
show special postmarks with rate 


included, in the period around 
1850. Newark, N. J., where the 
American Philatelic Congress 


meets this year, is such an office. 

With the 1851’s we get a 3c rate, 
whether stamped or stampless, for 
letters sent prepaid; and a 5c rate 
when sent collect. Here is a three- 
fold transition showing. Then 
comes the brief period in which 
everything had to be prepaid, and 
yet could be sent stampless. And 
finally we get the all-stamped do- 
mestic mail from mid-1856 on. 

I said ‘finally’, for that is cor- 
rect as applied to domestic mail. 
However, as late as 1860, stamp- 
less mailing from the U. S. to 
Canada occurred. Nobody has yet 
worked out the story of this cur- 
ious reversion; nor has anyone 
discovered whether it applied to 
other countries. 

One need not go abroad, nor yet 
back to even 1910 — let alone the 
1850’s — to get transition usages. 
We have had three rises in Special 
Delivery rates in the last decade. 
On each occasion, there was a 
lapse of time between the new rate 
and appearance of a special de- 
livery stamp for it. True, the old 
20c Flat Plate special delivery 
stamps were on hand when the 
rate went to that figure; but they 
supplied only a fraction of the 
quantity needed. So there is a dou- 
ble transition: using up of the old, 
makeshift supply period, and then 
the new 20c Rotary Press stamp. 
Covers showing various expedi- 
ents in these transitions are not 
hard to find. Well worked up, they 
could be a philatelically solid, and 
a most interesting collection. 

The range of transition usages is 
so great that only a few obvious 
cases can be touched on. No’doubt 
many a reader will think of a 
more striking one known to him, 
and here omitted. 

But this article cannot end with- 
out at least mention of the exten- 
sive use of Sardinia’s last issue 
throughout the Kingdom of Italy 
during the period of unification, 
1859 to 1861 and after unification 
from St. Patrick’s Day 1861 till the 
December 1863 issue replaced it. 
The new 15c stamps and the per- 
forated issue of 1862 were released 
with Sardinians in this period. 
Sardinians used in annexed areas 
such as Bologna, Firenze, Napoli, 
Palermo (Sicily) etc. are neither 
costly nor scarce. Apparently an 
immense supply of covers of that 
period has survived, so that only 
the most unusual combinations of 
stamps make expensive items. 
Transition usages are a field of 
philatelic cnjoyment in which any- 
one can do pioneer work in estab- 
lishing the stages and the stamp- 
using events. This may not be ‘“‘re- 
search” but it is much-welcomed 
systematizing and arrangement of 
knowledge thus far mostly scat- 
tered.

The postal administration has 
now revealed the details of a set 
of three stamps to be issued No- 
vember 2. However, the designs 
shown herewith, have hardly arous- 
ed the approval of the nation’s col- 
lectors as works of philatelic art. 

These designs are abstract in 
the extreme. Besides the wording 
and dates, there is a message in 
Morse code in a narrow border 
on three sides of the vignettes, 
the translation for which is given 
in the following description: 

The 25 ore blue has ‘Telephones 
Suedois’’; 400 olive-green, ‘‘Radio 
Suedois’”’; and 600 red-violet, ‘‘Tele- 
graphes Suedois’’. All will be made 


in coil form, with the 250 having: 
additional production in booklet ' 


form. 

Manufacture will be by the Post 
Office Printing Works on unwater- 
marked paper, perforated 13 from 
engraved plates. 

These stamps are the designs 
of two hitherto unknown artists, 
Pierre Olofsson and Karl-Axel Per- 
son. Sven Ewert engraved the 400 
and Arne Wallhorn the remaining 
two. 

In Sweden the Telegraph and 
Post Office Departments are not 
combined as one operating unit. In- 
corporated in the Telegraph De- 
partment is the Telephone from 
the 1880’s, and the Commercial Ra- 
dio from 1910. 

The Telephone is now, by all 
means, the most important with 
approximately 2 million telephones 
in a population of 7 million. 

This is second in the world only 
to the United States.

THE MARE’S NEST. An English 
writer for a prominent U. S. stamp 
periodical, uses over 12 inches in 
a recent issue to lambast this col- 
umn, calling one of my Chatters 
a ‘‘Mare’s Nest’’. This follows as 
usual, a long series of appreciation 
to various correspondents, evident- 
ly catering to the type that like 
to see their names in print, which 
is not philatelic news. 

He resents my statement that the 
new Queen issue of 15 values to the 
Pound for Falkland Island Depen- 
dencies is another needless issue 
of high values for which there is 
probably no postal need. He ob- 
jects to my statement that these 
high values are issued chiefly to 
garner dollars and that continua- 
tion will eventually ‘‘Kill the goose 
that laid the golden eggs”’ 

He states that nenatninthe ae *i 
am a resident of the U. S., I am 
therefore not fully qualified to write 
about British Empire (Colonial) 
matters. He assumes that my the- 
ory is, that if Canada can get along 
with a top value of $1 any British 
Colony can do likewise. 

He neglected to state that Cana- 
da has special revenue stamps and 
cannot be compared in any way 
to many of the smaller colonies of 
the British Empire. 

He assumes that I can read 
(Thanks) and if so, I only need 
examine the various high values of 
British Colonial stamps to find 
the words ‘‘Postage & Revenue’’. 
What a statement to one who has 
studied and dealt in British Em- 
pire Stamps for 30 years. 

He states that this joint use of 
stamps is an economic measure. 
He does not say that the saving 
probably amounts to only a frac- 
tion of 1 percent of the amount 
that collectors pay for these un- 
necessary high value stamps. 

Being a resident of England, he 
must therefore be fully qualified to 
discuss U. S. stamps and wonders 
how much money has been extract- 
ed from collector’s pockets by the 
large number of stamps issued by 
the U 

He ignores the fact that they 
were mostly 3c stamps issued by 
one country as against the long 
sets issued by the 62 Crown Col- 


ed those issued by the Dominions. 
I presume that he has brains, 
and cannot understand why he se- 
lected my Chatter of June 15 to 
pick out remarks about the Falk- 
land Island Dependencies. If he had 
been reading this Chatter as I have 
been reading about his various cor- 
respondents, he would have learned 
that, for years, I have been advoca- 
ting separate revenue stamps or 
having the high values eliminated 
from the catalogues with a foot 
note to explain their issuance for 
revenue purposes only. 

I have also explained that these 
high values, used fiscally, are no 
longer postage stamps and that 
many are doctored and sold to col- 
lectors as used postage stamps. A 
postage stamp is really a receipt 
for services to be rendered and 
revenue use is not a service, but 
a tax. 

I wonder why some of the stamps 
are issued if not to sell to collectors. 
The latest census for Tonga shows 
a population of 44,448 of whom 
43,286 are Tongans who probably 
have little, if any, use fer postage 
stamps, but the latest new set in- 
cludes a 10/- and Pound stamp. 
Tristan da Cunha 1s a depend- 
ency of St. Helena and had no 
need for any stamps until 1951, 
when the 12 stamps of St. Helena 
were overprinted for their use and

Lots Of Light On 
A Dark Specialty 


Volume 19 of the “‘Billig’s Phil- 
atelic Handbook’’ series is almost 
entirely.devoted to the stamps, pos- 
tal markings and other philatelic 
matters of the Japanese Occupa- 
tion of various countries and colo- 
nies of European nations in south- 
east Asia, 

It is a reproduction of the hand- 
book, ‘‘Dai Nippon in South East 
Asia’ by N. H. Hedeman and R. 
Boekema. Originally written in 
Dutch, the language of the authors, 
this work is now in English. 

For the most part collectors have 
avoided most of these stamps like 
the plague chiefly because there 
was no reference to which they 
could turn to establish the gen- 
uiner.ess of any such issues which 
they might have been offered, and 
because there was nothing to guide 
them to prepare an intelligent dis- 
play in their albums. 

There is also the matter of what 
any of the material is worth — 
this is not solved by the Hedeman- 
Boekema study for no prices are 
listed. The authors promise these 
at a later date when more facts 
are known. 

However while the Messrs. Hede- 
man and Boekema do not claim 
100 percent coverage of the field, 
the reader can feel that here one 
will find more on the subject than 
he will from any other source. Not 
only are the varieties and distin- 
guishing marks of the stamps well 
illustrated, the text is factual in 
all respects. 

Included also in the Billig Hand- 
book are more fancy cancels of the 
United States, and a List of Aus- 
trian and Wurttemberg Post Of- 
fices That Belonged Temporarily 
to Bavaria. 

Volume 19 has 208 pages bound 
between cloth covers and has a 
selling price of $5 postpaid. Orders 
can be directed to Fritz Billig, 168- 
39 Highland Ave., Jamaica 32, N.

Plate Number Singles. 


No matter how old you get or 
how many things you think you 
know there is always a little some- 
thing that pops up that you never 
gave a thought to. Never has 
the collecting of Plate number sin- 
gles been a fad with any great 
number of precancel collectors, but 
there have been a few who have 
always dabbled in this type of ma- 
terial. 

In sending some duplicates to a 
collector a few months ago I came 
across this thing in the condition 
angle of these singles. That you 
should leave on all the selvage 
at both sides of the stamp. Other- 
wise it is undesirable. 

I know that I have seen a lot of 
singles with that little strip of sel- 
vage around the corner from the 
number pulled off. That is NOT 
the thing to do according to this 
collector and after you think it over 
he is right. All the original corner 
should be there. So if you save the 
things yourself or are saving for 
a friend keep all the selvage.

Jugoslav Poet Is 
Tuberculosis Victim 


Jugoslavia’s Branko Radicevich 
commemorative has been adapted 
for use in Trieste’s B Zone by 
means of a simple red everprint, 
according to P. Ostrow, Eliza- 
beth, N.J. 
The stamp, a 15 dinar gray, was 
placed: on sale in Trieste on Octo- 
ber 3. The name of the poet, togeth- 
er with the year of his birth (1893) 
and ‘1953’ appear in_ ribbons 
| across the top of the stamps, while 
{the portrait of the gentle-faced 
Radicevich dominates the stamp.

Branko Radicevich was born in 
Srem Karlovce, a small village in 
Serbia. He is noted for his poems 
of youthful fervor and for the trage- 
dy of his early death of tubercu- 
losis when he was only 28. Like 
most intellectuals of his day who 
lived in what was then the Aus- 
trian Empire, he gravitated to Vi- 
enna where he died, but his body 
was later exhumed and returned 
to his birthplace. 

The Jugoslav Government has 
erected a monument to him in the 
mountain-peak village of Strazilovo, 
near Radicevich’s birthplace.
